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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is the examiner's position that Chen does 
disclose elongate elements or particles because the bone particles will not all be perfect spheres even after processing. Elongate is a 
broad term and thus anything not spherical, can be considered elongate since an elongate element is one that has one dimension greater 
than the other. Regarding the limitation of the void volume, Chen does disclose the composition has a void volume, col. 5. lines 4-6, but 
does not explicitly recite a percentage. However, Chen discloses a semi-porous structure which can be construed to have a lowered void 
volume than one that is porous, such that "semi" can be "about" 32% . 
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
